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Ernest Lawton Thurston, C.£. 


T IS with no small degree of pleasure that the staff 
of the ORANGE AND Buue has been allowed to dedi- 
cate the annual of this, our most prosperous year, 
to Ernest Lawton Thurston. Mr. Thurston was 
born in New England, but completed his education 
at the Columbian University in this city, earning 

the degree of civil engineer in 1893. 

In 1894 he was appointed teacher of bookkeeping and arithmetic 
in the Business High School. Upon the resignation of P. W. Rob- 
ertson, Mr. Thurston was made head of the Department of Book- 
keeping and Arithmetic. 

In 1907, when the public schools were reorganized, Mr. Thurston 
was made head of the Department of Business Practice, which 
had been sufficiently broadened to include shorthand and typewrit- 
ing. In this position he remained until the fall of 1908 when he 
was appointed Supervising Principal of the Third Division and 
thus taken from the Business High School. 

During much of the time he was in the school, Mr. Thurston 
was also professor of graphics in the George Washington Univer- 
sity, and an active member of the National Educational Association 
of the United States. 

But this busy life did not prevent his writing four books on the 
mathematical side of business or the business side of mathematics. 
His books have been adopted by the Board of Education here 
and stand well in the estimation of educators generally. 
~ Any one who recalls the assembly held soon after the opening 
of school, in 1908, needs not to be told of the friendship which 
exists in the hearts of the students and of the faculty for the man 
who remained among us so long as teacher and friend. 

All the words of praise that were said then we wish we could 
repeat here; but the spirit which animated them will remain, so 
too, will the debt of gratitude for all, and it has been much, which 
Mr. Thurston accomplished for the uplift of Business, by his origi- 
nality in planning, the excellence of his teaching and directing, 
and, not least, in the encouragement he extended to every interest 
of students and teachers. 

May his new field find him as helpful and may he find it as appre- 
ciative as we have tried to be.

Kistory of Companies E and G 
1908-1909g 


S63 HE school year of 1908 and 1909 has certainly proved 
a very eventful period for the cadet or ganization at 
the Business High School. The two companies, FE 
and G, were organized early in October, 1908, 
under the able supervision of Mr. Charles Hart, the 
chairman of the Military Committee, and were sent 
out with a full roster of officers and men to try to reach that coveted 
goal of the high-school military ambition, the Pennant. 

This period fell in a time which comes only once every four 
years, the Inauguration of the President and the consequent Inau- 
gural Parade, and, of course, the captains of the companies were 
determined to make their respective companies the best that should 
march on Pennsylvania Avenue that day, as well as to make the 
Cadet Regiment the best military organization that paraded on 
that day. And they worked hard and soon brought their companies 
up to a very high standard. 

Then came the midyear promotions. Some cadets had “flunked” 
in their studies, so they lost heart and stopped school. Indeed 
one company lost, I think, eleven men in two drill days. That did 
not savor of encouragement to be sure. Nevertheless the captain 
of that company did not lose heart, but worked as hard as ever. 
The loss of men was in a slight measure retrieved by new men 
who came from the grades, and these men really worked hard so 
as to overcome the handicap of four or five months’ experience 
some of the other men possessed, and they deserve to be highly 
commended for their great effort. 

Then came a series of regimental drills in preparation for the 
Inaugural Parade, and it is a matter of much pride to me, to say 
that every officer and man, without regard to rank, worked hard 
and earnestly to make the regiment the pride of the city on the 
4th of March. But when the 4th of March came around the 
“Weather Man” treated us to the worst variety of weather ever 
remembered by some, and, although on the morning of the great 
day the sun came out weakly and the cadets hoped to be in the 
parade, the order came that the regiment was not to march because 
they were not equipped with overcoats. And then something like 
seven hundred and fifty young hopefuls were disappointed because 
they were unable to salute the new Executive and show the country 
at large what the city of Washington possessed in the line of future 
soldiers of a great nation. 

The boys went back to work for the day when the companies 
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were to be tested for their mettle, and each boy worked earnestly, 
for he realized that the coveted prize must be brought to Businss, 
which had never won before, and that now, and only now, was the 
time when victory should stand on the banner of Orange and Blue. 

In the meantime, however, Col. Burton R. Ross, Commandant 
of the regiment, and Capt. James F. Oyster, President of the Board 
of Education, and a personal friend of the new President of the 
United States, being disappointed because of the inability of the 
regiment to be reviewed by the President on Inauguration Day, 
were determined not to disappoint themselves and the city as a 
whole, and therefore asked President Taft to review the organi- 
zation at some convenient time. To this request he readily acceded. 

After a few delays, because of inclement weather, the regiment 
formed on April 20 at 2:15 p. m., at Sixth Street and Louisiana 
Avenue, N. W., and in conjunction with the Separate Colored 
Battalion marched up Pennsylvania Avenue, headed by the famous 
Philippine Constabulary Band, in column of companies, and under 
the command of Colonel Ross. 

Although the day was cloudy and there was great danger of rain 
coming down, there was a large audience to witness the review 
and parade on the White Lot. President Taft commented upon the 
fine appearance and drill of the regiment, and on the next day, the 
organization was the envy of every one of a similar nature through- 
out the country. 

Only one incident served to mar the glory of the day, and this 
occurred just before the regiment marched on the White Lot. 
Colonel Ross, who was riding a spirited animal, was thrown. 
receiving a severe cut on his head, but he refused to go to a hospital, 
remarking that he came to lead the boys before the President and 
he was going to do so. By his action, Colonel Ross was not only 
the subject of admiration and the pride of the regiment for his 
grit and pluck; but was also raised in the esteem of the boys. 

After the review, the companies again set to work in prepara- 
tion for the final test, which was again interrupted by orders to go 
to Alexandria on April 30, where festivities were being held: in 
commemoration of the first inauguration of George Washington, 
and to be again reviewed by President Taft. As is always the case, 
the boys made a splendid showing and the people of that town 
voted that the Cadet Regiment was the best thing ever. 

Then the final preparations for the Competitive Drill commenced. 
The captains drew for places on the field, and started on the final 
lap. The date of the drill was announced, and now the talk of the 
town was the coming Competitive Drill, and the question the Busi- 
ness High School pupils and alumnz asked was: ‘“‘What will Busi- 
ness do?” They have had their answer now, and responded with a 
rousing Rah so la!

the superior, of the two championship teams which 
represented Business in the past two years. This 
team not only defeated the other high school teams, 
but also many outside quints. 

Although we lost the best part of last year’s cham- 
pionship team we started the season with a very classy squad of 
goal-throwers from which to pick a team. With the skilful help 
of Mr. Tanner, of the Young Men’s Christian Association, we suc- 
ceeded in rounding out one of the best basket-ball teams of our age 
in this city. It was due to the untiring efforts of this gentleman 
that Business turned a successful team, as he took a bunch of 
fellows who knew none of the scientific principles of basket-ball 
and whipped together a team whose leading characteristic was team- 
work, the most. essential thing in basket-ball. 

As there was no high school league in basket-ball this year, 
most of the inter-high school games were played in our gym- 
nasium, through the kindness of Mr. Davis. All of the other high 
schools had teams with exception of Central, who, owing to the lack 
of a gymnasium, could not put a team in the field. Business again 
duplicated the showing made by her in the preceding two years, 
winning, the championship by defeating Western High in three of 
the most exciting contests ever played in the high schools, and by 
defeating Technical and Eastern by such a large score that it was 
not necessary to play the other two games. . 

In all of these games Business entirely outshone her rivals in the 
knowledge of basket-ball, both scientifically and from a standpoint 
of natural playing ability. This knowledge and ability, coupled with 
team-work, enabled Business to win the championship; but they 
would never have succeeded without the spirit shown by the attend- 
ance of the pupils at all of the games, although they were not 
allowed to cheer on account of the evening session.
